3. 5 Division has extended its sector from Sarande to Leskovi-n, and the 
strength of the Albanian A^my along the Gr©$k border has been diminished 
by one infantry regiment. 

4. The artillery unit fe/ased in Permet has not moved from there. 


5. As a result of the offensive operations on Grammos, the Albanians hastily 
moved an infantry battalion and one battery fjrom Permet to LfskovMH.*
